Aviation apprenticeships 
set to continue at airport

AVIATION apprenticeships at 
Southend Airport have been saved, 
thanks to vital funding. 

Essex County Council has stepped 
in with £50,000 to secure aircraft 
maintenance training facilities at the 
airport. 

The future of the schemes was put in 
doubt due to investment, however, 
stakeholders, including Prospects 
College, have kept the project run¬ 


ning. 

Councillor Stephen Castle, Essex 
County Council’s cabinet member for 
education, said: “I am extremely 
pleased that we have been able to pick 
up the reigns on such an essential pro¬ 
ject. 

“We are channelling resources into 
additional apprenticeships, recognis¬ 
ing that investment in skilling the 
county for the future is paramount. 

“Should the temporary facility

THEY beat car giant Ford to get 
better redundancy terms, now they 
are fighting for full pensions - and 
they are prepared for the long haul. 

Workers from car part manufac¬ 
turer Visteon, who were booted out 
on the spot when the Ford spin-off 
went bust, won a better redundancy 
deal after an intensive campaign, 
but it did not cover pensions. 

Now many of its 3,000 ex-work- 
ers - including those from Basildon 
- facing pensions worth up to 40 per 
cent less than expected, have 
formed a group to fight for what 
they believe they are entitled to. 

They claim they were promised 
the same terms as Ford employees. 

Ford has stated that it has met all 
its obligations since the Visteon 


company became independent. 

National Unite union officer 
Roger Madison said: “I think we 
are winning the moral battle, but 
that’s not getting us any more cash. 

“We are still pursuing the legal 
battle against Ford and will be 
meeting our lawyers next week.” 

Visteon Pensions Action Group is 
campaigning with a 1,300 signature 
e-petition on the Downing Street 
website and a Commons Early Day 
Motion. The pensions regulator is 
investigating the issue. 

A spokesman at Ford Brentwood 
HQ said the company would not 
provide any further assistance. 

He explained: “Ford’s obligations 
to its former employees were fully 
discharged and Ford believes there 
is no basis for resuming liability for 
benefits transferred to Visteon.”

Southend Hospital nurses may strike over pay

SOUTHEND Hospital nurses may 
strike over pay. 

Workers claim they will receive a 
rise less than 2.5 per cent in April, 
despite NHS staff across the coun¬ 
try getting a confirmed deal. 

The hospital is the only NHS 
Trust in the UK that has refused to 
adopt the national pay terms. 

Nick Bradley, UNISON regional 
officer, said the union was consid¬ 
ering balloting staff over industrial 
action. 

He said: “So far, no pay offer at 
all has been made. This would 
mean that nursing and other staff at 
Southend will receive lower pay 
than every other hospital in the 
country. 


“We think that is wrong and 
unacceptable. We will make it quite 
clear to Southend Hospital that a 
failure to meet the national award 
will lead to a damaging industrial 
dispute. 

“I am certain that hospital staff 
will not simply stand by and watch 
as they receive lower pay increases 
than all their colleagues in local 
hospitals.” 

Medical staff at Southend, 
excluding doctors, opted out of the 
national pay agreement five years 
ago and voted instead to accept 
terms and conditions set by 
Southend. 

It is now the only hospital in the 
country not included in the nation¬ 
al agreement. 

Southend is a Foundation Trust, 


which means it is responsible for 
its own finances. 

A Southend Hospital spokesman 
stressed that to maintain ‘financial 
balance’ they would have to make 
some ‘difficult financial decisions’ 
due to rising outgoings and income 
reducing. 

He said: “We have already looked 
carefully at our expenditure 
throughout the organisation and 
made economies wherever possible 
without affecting patient services. 

“We will continue to do the same 
over the next three years. However, 
the projected gap between income 
and expenditure still remains and 
we therefore have to take more 
stringent measures. 

“While historically, our staff on 
local terms and conditions have 


received a pay deal slightly above 
the national average, it is clearly 
not possible to sustain this in the 
current economic climate. 

“To do so would put patient ser¬ 
vices and staff jobs at risk. 

“As a hospital, we have a duty to 
our patients to provide the highest 
quality services and to our staff of 
safeguarding jobs. And as a 
Foundation Trust, we are commit¬ 
ted to balancing our books whilst 
ensuring we can continue to invest 
in essential medical and IT equip¬ 
ment and service improvements. 

“We have therefore started dis¬ 
cussions on the approach of award¬ 
ing staff on local terms and condi¬ 
tions a pay increase below the 
national award. However, nothing 
has yet been agreed.”

Dive tower 
is unveiled

The pool will feature a moveable 
floor and a water agitation and air eush- 
ion system to enable swimming lessons 
and exereise elasses to take plaee. 

It will also inelude a leisure pool with 
water slide, a water shell, whieh sprays 
water, a massage seat, a small fountain, 
and a beaeh-style gradient allowing 
swimmers to walk from the poolside 
into the water. 

Outside, there will be a dry diving 
training area with a harness and tram¬ 
polines, and 374 tiered seats ineluding

A new lease

A REDUNDANT Chapel at 
Southend’s North Road eemetery 
has won a new lease of life, thanks 
to Government funding. 

This Community Assets Grant 
administered by the Big Lottery 
Fund on behalf of the Offiee of the 
Third Seetor, will be used to trans¬ 
form the dilapidated building into 
a new eommunity resource. 

It will be used by Southend 
Association of Voluntary Services 
(SAVS), and also by new social 
enterprise businesses. 

The £1,020,427 project will be 
funded through a £998,715 
Community Assets Grant from the 
Office of the Third Sector and 


£21,712 from Southend Economic 
Participation programme funded 
by the East of England 
Development Agency. 

The refurbished Chapel will be 
transferred to the community by 
way of a lease to SAVS. 

Alison Semmence, CEO at 
SAVS, said: “This announcement 
is great news for Southend’s 
Voluntary and Community Sector. 

“We are delighted to be part of 
the project which, not only 
restores the chapel, but also pro¬ 
vides a valuable resource for the 
community.” 

North Road cemetery was origi¬ 
nally created to provide extra bur¬ 
ial capacity for St Mary’s Church 
in Victoria Avenue.

The chapel was built in 1879 
within the grounds of Prittlewell 
cemetery, and the council bought 
the freehold for £900 on 15th 
November of that year. 

At the time, it was regarded a 
principal piece of architecture in 
the town and is locally listed. 

Although the cemetery itself is 
currently near capacity and rarely 
used, interments are still carried 
out into family graves. 

There are a high number of mili¬ 
tary graves in the cemetery and 
plans to provide information 
boards to give more details about 
the background of these. 

The project is due to be complet¬ 
ed by the end of December this 
year.

A THORPE BAY 
firefighter shared 
his experiences of 
working in Haiti 
after the country was 
hit by a devastating 
earthquake. 

Terry Webb was 
deployed to Port-au- 
Prince to work with 
a team to evaluate 
buildings caught up 
in the 7.0 magnitude 
quake on Tuesday, 
January 12. 

Speaking at a con¬ 
ference at Essex Fire 
and Rescue 

Headquarters, in 
Kelvedon, on Friday, 
the 5 3-year-old said 
he was ‘humbled’ by 
the efforts being 
made by those giv¬ 
ing aid. 

The father-of-two, 
who is manager of 
the Urban Search 
and Rescue Station, 
said: “I remember 
getting a call to say 
there were six chil¬ 
dren trapped in one 
building, so I trav¬ 
elled to the site and 
they had severe 
injuries. 

“They were taken 
to hospital and from 
my understanding 
they made a full 
recovery. 

“It was a major 
catastrophic event. 
You could see the 
shock and trauma in 
their faces for the 
first couple of days. 

“However, the sur¬ 
vivors have proved 
to be resilient and 
we need these good 
news stories to raise 
morale.” 

The husband also 
told of how the UK 
International Search 
and Rescue team 
saved a small girl 
and they were 
reunited with her the 
next day. 

He also spoke of 
how a Canadian 
field hospital in 
Leogane dealt with 
more than 200 trau¬ 
ma patients each day 
with doctors carry¬ 
ing out 30 amputa¬ 
tions in that time 
period. 

Mr Webb contin¬ 
ued: “One morning 
they delivered what 
they thought to be a 
still born but turned 
out to be healthy 
baby boy.” 

However, the hus¬ 
band also saw the 
destroyed UN build¬ 
ing that was 
destroyed by the 
quake, killing hun¬ 
dreds of workers. 

The fireman was in 
the disaster-stricken 
country for almost 
two weeks and was 
in Haiti when the 
aftershocks struck. 

However, he text 
his headquarters 
immediately to con¬ 
firm he was safe on 
Wednesday, January 
20 . 

It has been esti¬ 
mated that there are 
200,000 dead as a 
result of the earth¬ 
quake.

C LUBS and sports are a 
great way to keep kids 
amused, including my 
two, who are more than happy 
to spend hours at badminton or 
football. 

While there are lots of places 
to go with the kids, from parks 
to pools, there are also a wide 
range of sporting opportunities 
throughout the area that offer 
just as much fun. 

Not only do they help promote 
a healthy lifestyle, they also 
teach children to work as part of 
a team - a great asset. 

Both Joseph and Joshua are 
always up for trying something 
new, whether it’s scuba diving, 
kayaking or some high rope 
action, so I thought a taster ses¬ 
sion at water polo would be just 
right for them - mixing their love 
of swimming and scoring goals. 

We joined Go Polo at one of 
its Saturday sessions at St 
Helen’s Junior School in 
Brentwood. 

The junior water polo club, 
aimed at introducing eight to 
12-year-olds to the sport in a 
fun environment, runs two 
breakfast clubs, an after-school 
club and a Saturday club. 

While its breakfast clubs are 
only open to pupils at two local 
Brentwood schools, its after¬ 
school and Saturday clubs are 
open to anyone. 

The boys were eager to get 
into the pool at the Saturday 
club and joined the other kids 
for a range of warm up exercis¬ 
es and skill training. 

Their coaches - Dave, an 
experience player, coach and 
water polo development officer 
for the area, and Nicki an expe¬ 


rienced swimming teacher - 
explained they would be con¬ 
centrating on swimming skills 
during the first half, before play¬ 
ing a game during the second 
half of the session. 

The boys joined straight in and 
found it funny trying to push a 
float under the water and 
attempting to balance on it with 
one foot. 

It was then time to split into 
two teams - one for the boys 
and one for the girls - and pass 
a ball backwards over their 
heads as they raced to be the 
first across the pool then back. 

They then had to control the 
ball as they swam in and out of 
a line of their team mates, until 
they reached the end - a water 
version of football dribbling. 

Next up was shooting skills, 
where they had to swim up to 
one goal and shoot, before 
grabbing their ball again, swim¬ 
ming across the pool and shoot¬ 
ing at the other goal on the 
opposite side. 

The boys thoroughly enjoyed 
the training and were pleased to 
hear it was time for a game of 
water polo - their first ever. 

While they frowned at the 
funny hats they had to wear, 
they did eventually get them on 
and joined opposite teams. 

They took their places in the 
match and joined in, passing to 
team players and trying to score 
goals. They even got a chance 
to have a go in goal. 

There was only one apparent 
problem they had, and that was 
keeping both their hands off the 
ball! It seemed the habit of 
throwing a ball onto a football 
pitch with both hands was par¬ 


ticularly hard to break, and led 
them to giggling as they repeat¬ 
edly made the error in a game 
where they were only allowed to 
use one hand on the ball. 

The boys got on very well dur¬ 
ing their first attempt at water 
polo, and they thought the sport 
was a lot of fun. 

In fact, it was nice to see all 
the kids, including an even mix¬ 
ture of both boys and girls, thor¬ 
oughly enjoying the session. 


While complete water polo 
beginners can try out with the 
club, children wanting to take 
part must be able to swim and 
water confident, as they will 
need to be able to tread water 
and spend time in the deep end. 

So if your kids like swimming, 
playing sports as part of a team, 
and shooting at goals - and 
don’t mind wearing funny hats in 
the process - then water polo 
may be for them.

Enjoy a trip to East Sussex

E ast Sussex is one of 
England’s hidden gems - 
and it’s just 60 miles from 
central London. 

Home to towns like Hastings, 
Rye, Battle and Bexhill, this is 
officially ‘1066 Country’ - the 
place where one battle, fought 
all those years ago, changed the 
course of English history. 

Whether you want to discover 
picturesque towns and villages 
or go for a gentle 
seaside stroll. East 
Sussex has some¬ 
thing for everyone. 

I started my 
break with a trip to 
the beautiful 
medieval town of 
Rye - arguably one 
of the UK’s pretti¬ 
est, and best pre¬ 
served places. 

With its cobbled 
streets, antique 
shops and choco¬ 
late box charm, it’s 
easy to fall in love with the 
Cinque Port town - especially if 
you hole up in one of its friendly 
pubs for the day. 

Brush up on your history at the 
Rye Heritage Centre with its 
famous Rye Town Model Sound 
and Light Show, and kids and 
adults alike will love playing on 
its ‘End of the Pier’ working 
models from days gone by. 

If you’re feeling energetic, 
climb to the top of St Mary’s

But really, 
the best way to see the town is 
to meander through its old-fash¬ 
ioned streets and watch the 
fishermen on Simmonds Quay. 

When you’re ready to hit the 
beach, try Camber Sands or 
Hastings, which is less than half 
an hour up the road. 

This sprawling seaside town is 
jam-packed with things to do 
and with its Victorian buildings 
and bustling promenade, it has 


a charm all of its own. 

Like many large towns, 
Hastings has an extensive shop¬ 
ping area with High Street stores 
but for me, the Old Town was 
the star attraction. 

With its ancient buildings and 
laid-back atmosphere, it’s a real 
discovery, full of alternative 
stores, cool coffee shops and 
even a retro cinema. 

Rock-a-nore Road, on the 
seafront, is the place to go for 
fresh fish, though. 

Not only are there a range of 
great restaurants here, but you 
could also spend hours inside 


the Fishermens Museum, the 
Blue Reef Aquarium and the 
Shipwreck Heritage Museum. 

You should also try to check 
out St Leonard’s, a real up-and- 
coming area, and Smugglers 
Adventure - a labyrinth of tun¬ 
nels and caverns deep inside St 
Clements Caves. 

Both Rye and Hastings are 
known for their family-friendly 
festivals, so it’s well worth trying 
to coincide your visit with one of 
these. But even if that doesn’t fit 
in with your plans, don’t worry 
-a East Sussex is an excellent 
place to go all year round.

Q. If you own a property that is currently 
unregistered, is there any value in 
voluntarily registering it? 

A. Although a central register of the ownership of 
all property has been in preparation for well over a 
century, it was left up to individual counties and 
other responsible local authorities to decide when they joined the scheme. So, it was 
only in 1990 that registration finally became compulsory in all parts of England and 
Wales - and then only when properties were sold or acquired new owners. As a result, 
around 30% of property is still unregistered - mainly because it hasn’t been sold or 
transferred for years and years. 

If you currently own such a property, is it worth voluntarily registering it - particularly 
if a system already exists to ensure that this eventually happens in any case? 
Broadly speaking, the answer is yes - for two main reasons: 

Firstly, formal registration gives you far greater certainty and security regarding 
ownership of what is probably your single most valuable asset. Over the years, title 
deeds and other traditional proofs of ownership can all too easily go missing - and 
then you could be seriously stuck, particularly if there were to be any dispute over 
title, fraudulent or otherwise. Far safer and more reliable for your ownership to be a 
matter of official, central record. 

Secondly, the simple fact is that it is considerably more complicated, time-consuming 
and expensive to sell a property that is unregistered, since the solicitors or 
conveyancers concerned first have to wade through mountains of old documents to 
establish legal title, rather than simply contacting the Land Registry for the relevant 
reference number. What’s more, the vast majority of buyers now expect a property to 
be registered. However irrational, they may be put off altogether by the prospect of 
buying something that somehow seems to have slipped through the official net! 

On balance then, I would certainly recommend voluntary registration. You can handle 
the whole thing yourself - the Land Registry provides a useful pack including all the 
relevant forms, which you can get by ringing 0800 432 0432 or emailing 
reaisterland@landreaistry.asi.aov.uk . However, most people prefer to seek legal 
advice on what can be quite a complex process. Either way, there is a sliding scale of 
charges involved, depending on the value of the property.

Mitsubishi rallys behind Colt 


5T

T here was always the suspi¬ 
cion that Mitsubishi should have 
been making more of its leg¬ 
endary Lancer Evolution. Not by 
enhancing the turbocharged rally 
replica itself but 
by forging 
stronger links 
between this high 
profile head- 
banger that tops 
its UK range and 
the volume-selling 
cars further down. 

At some stage, 
the penny must 
have dropped 
because we’re 
now seeing the 
brand intent on making up for lost 
time in this regard. The Colt Ralliart 
might be a million miles away from 
the brutal Evo but the Ralliart brand¬ 
ing suggests a link and that could be 
enough to convince fans of fast 
Mitsubishis looking for an affordable 
piece of the action. 

The Ralliart brand has been asso¬ 
ciated with the Lancer Evo models 
for years. These days, it’s 
Mitsubishi’s motorsport division, 
responsible for the development of 
the marque’s highly successful rally 
programmes that have seen cars 
compete and win in the FIA World 
Rally Championships and the formi¬ 
dable Dakar Rally. The name is also 
being used as a sub brand for sport¬ 
ing versions of the Colt and Lancer, 
emphasising the links between

Mitsubishi’s competition exploits and 
the road cars that customers actual¬ 
ly buy. 

The Colt Ralliart is powered by a 
1.5-litre turbocharged petrol engine 
producing 147bhp. It can whisk the 
lightweight Colt to 60mph in just 
7.4s which is 
extremely sprightly 
for a budget hot 
hatchback and will 
do a lot to give the 
car and edge 
against rivals like 
Fiat’s Abarth 500 
and the Renault 
Twingo 

Renaultsport. The 
Colt Ralliart also 
sets out to emu¬ 
late its Evo big 
brother in the handling department 
with a stiffened chassis courtesy of 
thicker anti-roll bars and firmer sus¬ 
pension. The threshold of the M- 
ASTC stability and traction control 
system has also been eased off a lit¬ 
tle to allow greater degrees of slip 
and slide before its intervention. 

The Colt has always been a fun 
car to drive with a grippy front end, 
accurate steering and a first class 
gearshift. The Ralliart models take 
this competence a step further with 
extra power and a greater focus on 
lively handling. 

The 1.5-litre engine produces its 
full power at 6,000rpm but it will pull 
strongly up to that point partly 
thanks to the 21 ONm of torque 
that’s available at 3,500rpm and a 
kerb weight of 1060kg. 


In terms of styling, the Colt always 
looked rather functional in its latest 
generation form, so what Mitsubishi 
call a ‘Jet Fighter’ design facelift was 
introduced, aiming to echo the looks 
of the larger Lancer and Lancer 
Evolution X models. 

To be honest, it’s still hardly the bell 
of the ball, that tall shape bringing 
utilitarian MPVs to mind rather than 
racey superminis, but there’s a 
nuggety compactness to its shape 
that pleases. 

In Ralliart form, the looks are 
enhanced by side sill extensions, 
bigger wheels and tyres, privacy 
glass, a rear spoiler and a sports 
exhaust. The interior displays a cer¬ 
tain amount of innovation and 
seems tough enough but the plas¬ 
tics miss that quality that makes you 
feel good about the class leading 
supermini products. Aluminium ped¬ 
als, sports seats and racier instru¬ 
ments mark the Ralliart out inside. 

On a practical level, the Colt cabin 
feels spacious but it should do in 
light of exterior dimensions on the 5- 
door version that are on the 
large side and a wheel¬ 
base of 2,500mm. 

Passenger accommo¬ 
dation is very good, 
though boot space 
isn’t as extensive as 
you might expect. 315 
litres are on offer in a 
cargo area which is bet¬ 
tered by most rivals but fold 
the rear seats down and the 645 
litre loadbay that’s created should be 
enough for most. The space itself is 


uniformly shaped, so sliding in bulky 
items should be a straightforward 
task. 

They might reside at the upper end 
of the Colt range but the Ralliart 
models still look decent value for 
money, especially on a performance 
per Pound basis. 

The three-door model comes in at 
under £12,000 with the five-door at 
around £500 more. That outlay gets 
buyers air-conditioning, cruise con¬ 
trol, a CD stereo with an AUX port 
and front fog lights, as well as all the 
Ralliart extras. 

The Colt Ralliart also gains side 
and curtain airbags for the front seat 
occupants to go with the dual front 
airbags and ABS brakes that already 
feature on all Colts. Combined with 
the M-ASTC stability control system, 
this constitutes a detailed safety 
specification in a supermini of this 
price. 

Fuel economy 
will take a 
hit if 


you drive the Colt Ralliart as its 
buzzy turbocharged engine begs 
you to but stay relatively restrained 
and the combined cycle economy 
figure of 41.5mpg may be attainable. 
Emissions of 161 g/km reflect the 
car’s sporty character, as does insur¬ 
ance is in group 14. 

Applying the famous Ralliart brand 
to sporty versions of its more ordi¬ 
nary models may prove a shrewd 
move by Mitsubishi. Inextricably 
linked to the maniac Lancer 
Evolution models and to the brand’s 
rallying exploits, the name should 
raise the profile of models like the 
Colt Ralliart. With its Evo-esque front 
end and 147bhp from a feisty tur¬ 
bocharged engine, the little Colt is 
no shrinking violet and looks a 
sound bet for buyers seeking fast 
hatchback fun on a budget.

Safety to the letter

IF YOU could see what ESC 
does, you would want it on 
your car. At its base level, 
the issue is not any more 
complicated than that. What 
tends to put the fly in the 
ointment are the twin facts 
that you probably have not 
seen what ESC does and 
you may also have no idea 
what it actually is. The plan 
is for all that to change and, 
if the European 
Commission, Euro NCAP 
and Michael Schumacher 
have anything to do with it, 
for ECS to become a stan¬ 
dard inclusion on all cars 
sold the EU. 

ESC stands for Electronic 
Stability Control and it’s an 
active safety system that’s 
fitted to cars. Active safety 
systems are devices that 
work to prevent a car acci¬ 
dent happening - as 
opposed to passive safety 
systems like seatbelts and 
airbags that work to min¬ 
imise personal injury when 
an accident does occur. 

ECS reduces the risk of 
skidding and helps drivers 
retain control of their vehi¬ 
cles. It’s thought that ESC 
reduces the risk of skidding 
by up to 80 per cent and 
with skidding established as 
the cause of at least 40 per 
cent of all fatal road acci¬ 
dents in EU countries, its 
widespread use can have a 


major impact. 

As car safety innovations 
go, ESC ranks alongside the 
seatbelt and ABS in terms 
of importance and lifesaving 
potential. It works by collat¬ 
ing information from a series 
of on-board sensors, then 
coordinating a car’s ABS 
brakes and traction control 
systems to avoid a skid sit¬ 
uation. Monitoring the dri¬ 
ver’s steering inputs in con¬ 
junction with the speed of 
each wheel and the vehi¬ 
cle’s yaw rate, the ESC con¬ 
trol unit instantly recognises 
the onset of an understeer 
or oversteer skid. 

So why don’t all our vehi¬ 
cles have ESC? We’ve 
touched upon the lack of 
public awareness and this is 
an issue that the 
ChooseESC! scheme is 
aiming to address by pro¬ 


moting the benefits of this 
technology and encouraging 
the manufacturers to make 
it more widely available. 
ChooseESC! is an initiative 
by the eSafetyAware cam¬ 
paign which is backed by 
leading industry bodies like 
EuroNCAP, Roadsafe and 
the FIA as well as by the 
European commission. It’s 
also endorsed by seven¬ 
time FI Driver’s champion, 
Michael Schumacher. 

The ultimate aim of 
ChooseESC! is for ESC to 
become standard in all new 
cars but the fact is that it’s 
already more common than 
many people appreciate. At 
the medium to high end of 
the market, it’s fitted as 
standard to most cars and 
could well be a feature on 
yours but under a different 
name.
